His commission will voice the 
sentiment of the country as a whole—ex- 
cepting, course, the south of Ireland, 
where every candidate makes it a point 
of honor to be “ferninst” the government. He 
is /supported alike by the army, by the 
workers, by the industrials and by the land 
Owners. The result ig a stinging rebuke 
to pacifism, Bolshevism and Socialism. 
is a triumpb for orderly government which 
will tend td stabilize political thought in 
many European countries where anarchy 
has been gliding about under the cloak 
of liberty. 


It is a high tribute to the Anglo'Saxon . 


race that Great Britain turned conserva- 
tive under the shock that threw so many 
other European peoples to the opposite pole 
of extreme radicalism. It was so in 1793 
when new-found liberty in France had de- 
generated into license and terror. It was 
so in 1848 when the red republic of the 
first French Socialists threatened the 
foundations of constitutional government 


.Europe. it is again in 1918 


when the red terror of Bolshevism had 
applied ‘its torch to twentieth century 
civilization. The extreme radicals and 
laborites are crying that England has 
turned Tory; bt those who dispassionately 
view the situation discover that England 
is not reactionary, but that it has thrown 
its whole force about the institutions of 
British sovereignty that Bolshevism sought 
to demolish. 

Many will regret the political passing of 
Premier Asquith, for he was a dean of the 
intellectuals, whose Parliamentary ad- 
Gresses are always literary classics. But 
Mr. Asquith had plainly outlived his use 
fulness in British politics, He lackéd the 
os and the vigor of a passionate, fiery 

elshman who fought for his ntry in 
Parliament with all the fury a captain 
leading a charge of cavalry. Mr. Asquith 
is a political manipulator, not a leader. 
Personal triumph at times meant more than 
the common good. He had formed a clever 


combination of radicals, {rish Nationalists 


and laborites; and the combination was 
always a class government and never repre- 
sented the Country as a whole. Asquith 


owes hig personal downfall] to his opposi- 


tion to the plan of unity of command when 
it was adopted a year ago. To one om the 
Outside it looks as though he played his 
Stake on the chance that the plan would 
turn out badly and Germany would win the 
War. 

The Premier knew at the time that he 
was staking his Parliamentary future on the 
result of unity of command. It was a bold 
stroke for a Briton to advocate placing 
British soldiers under the command of 
foreign generals. If it ad failed the Lloyd 
George government might have been stoned 
in the streets of London, if not actually 
tried for treason. But the plan was even 
more successful than its authors had them- 
selves hoped. Lloyd Geore has just been 
rewarded for his splendid intrepidity, while 
Mr. Asquith and his political Meutenants 
have received the rebuke they deserved. 
for they were really gambling on the 
triumph of their country’s bitterest enemies. 

There will be a dearth of Socialists in 
the new government. The Socialist-Labor 
leaders in the old Parliament were all beat-

and Arthur Henderson have gone with their 


independent Labor party into the political 
garbage heap. They have made their last 
Bolshevist speeches in a British Parifa- 
ment.

Wherever pacifists offered themselves as 
candidates they were badly beaten; every 
pacifist seat in Parliament is vacant The 
German Socialists have no more friends left 
in the British Parliament. Their programme 
of* peace without annexations or indem- 
nities” has been wholly repudiated. The 


Lioyd George governfnent is pledged to 


exact rigid indemnities from Germany for 
the destruction by German troops of Allied 
and neutral property. 

Free trade iteelf has ceased to be a 
British policy. Mr. Asquith and his follow- 
ers made their last appeal to the British 
electorate on that issue; while Lioyd 
George boldly espoused a policy of protec- 
tion for British agriculture and, where nec- 
eseary, for British labor. The submarine 
campaign taught the British public the 
menace of starvation to ageountry that hds 
permited its agriculture to be ruined 
British 
agriculture, ence the admiration of the 
world, languished under free trade unti) 
it became almost nonexistent. The Lloyd 
George government has pledged  pro- 
tection to the agriculturists to the ex- 
tent that the increased agricultural pro- 
duction of the last three years shall be 
maintained. 

Curiously enough, there fs not a single 
native of England in the Lioyd George 
ministry. It ise composed of Scotch, Welsh 
and trish, with one member of English 
parentage, actually born ‘n Germany The 
King, however, ig English born and keeps 
the balance of power tipped towards what, 
for the last month at least, has truly been 
“Merrie England.”

The Conquering Hero Comes 


OLSHEVISM IN HISTORY. 

To those not familiar with the his- 
torfes of vanished peoples and buried cen- 
turies there is something repulsive, appall- 
ing and unbelievable about the wild licen- 
tiousness and wanton pillage of the Bol- 
shevist forces in Central Europe. 

Bolshevism was a reaction against abso- 
lutism in the dominions of the Czgars. For 
two centuries the nihilists had fertilized 


} with their blood’ the realm of the Roman- 


Olfs; and Russia ig now reaping the crim- 
son harvest. The western world had hoped 
that Russia could pass from autocratic to 
democratic government without fording a 
suffocating in the 
fames and smoke of burning industries. 
But there is a reparation that destiny de- 
mands of every people who become so ab- 
ject as to prefer the security of despotism 


to the turbulent progress of democracy. A 


young nation has ‘to be taught by experi- 
ence to avoid the passions and superheated 
license of unbridled \jiberty, just as a child 
must learn by contact to avoid the fire. . 

But the historian knows that the -Bolshe- 
Vist movement is a political outbreak that 
differs little from the religious revolts of 
the earlierp centuries. There are the same 
murder and pillage under the banner of re- 
form, the same sacrifice of honest lives to 
faulty principles, the same advocacy of a 
new code of morals to justify the most ab- 
horrent forms of licensq They are both 
forms of a malady that at times becomes 
so virulent ks to wipe out a whole people. 

Nicholas Lenine wil! be known to history 
ag a prototype of John of Leiden, the no- 
torious Anabaptist whose excesses and li- 
céntiousness came near wrecking the’ Refor 
mation. The “Anabaptist Delusion” is de- 
picted briefly but graphically by John Lo- 
throp Motley, probabiy the greatest of 
American historical writers, tn his history 
of the “Rise of the Dutch Republic.” Mot- 
ley cannot be accused of prejudice, for he 
Was neither an autocrat nor a religious 
bigot, and his writings are noted for their 
adherence to truth and absence of pretu- 
dice. Motley describes the Anabaptist De- 
Itision In Germany and The Netherlands as 
follows: 

“There is no doubt that the Anabap- 
tist Delusfon was so ridicul@us and so 
loathsome as to palliate or at least 

_render intelligible the wrath with 
which they were regarded by all par-. 
tiles. The turbulence of the sect was 
alarming to constituted authorities, its 
bestiality disgraceful to the cause of 

\ Teligious reformation. 

“The leaders were among the most 
depraved of human creatures, as much 
distinguished for their licentiousness, 

, blasphemy and cruelty as their follow- 
ers for groveling superstition. The evil 
spirit driven out of Luther seemed, in 
orthodox eyes. to have taken posses- 

gion of a herd of swine. 

“Under the government of this prophet 
(John of Leiden) the Anabhaptists mas- 

~ tered the city of Munster Here they con- 
fiscated property, piundered churches, 
violated females. murdered men who 
refused to toin them and. in brief, prac 
ticed all the enormities which human- 
ity alone can conceive or perpetrate. 

“The prophet proclaimed himself 
King of Sion and sent out his prophets 
to preach his doctrines in Germany and 
Netherlands. Polygamy became a lead. 
ing article of the system. he exemopll- 
fied the principle by marrying fourteen 
wives. The armed invasions of 
the Anabaptists were repelled. but their 
contagious madness spread The plague 
broke forth in Amsterdam; the num- 
bers of the sect increased with the 
martyrdom to which they were exposed 
and the disorder spread to every part 
of The Netherlands Manv were put 
to death by lingering torment, but no 
percentibla effect was produced by the. 
chastisement.” 


The Anabaptists were lea by clever char- 


Anabaptists. 


latans of the vilest type; 


latans; and contemporary historians com- 
ment sententiously that “it was easier to 
burn the Anabaptists than to refute their 
arguments.” One of these arguments was 
the doctrine of absolute equality in posses- 
sions. They confiscated all estates and per 
sonal property and pretended tocmake every 
man the equal of every other. — 

Henry George added a little in his “Prog- 
ress and Poverty” to the philosophy of the 
But when they tried 10 put 
their theories into effect In the government 
of a people they quickly established the 
only equality that hag ever grown out of 
such a movement—an equality of misery. 

The beginning of the Anabaptist move- 
ment, like that of Bolshevism, was based 
in a righteous revolt of freemen against 
servitude; the ope was religious, the other 
political, but the same fundamental prinet- 
ple was involved. And the former move- 
ment failed, just as the Bolshevist move- 
ment is bound to fai] because the remedy 
proved to be worse then the disease. 

But the history of the Anabaptist move- 
ment is well worth reading by anyone in- 
terested in the Bolshevist uprising through- 
out Central EBurope. Its leaders were char- 
but they pro- 
fessed to be apostles of the new religion, 
and whole specs remembered what 
they said rgot what they did. They 
justified the Vildést actions by holy words— 
just as the Bolshevists pillage and murder 
in the name of good government and the 
regeneration of mankind—and hundreds of 
thousands of honest folk believed in them. 

And in place of aiding in the Reforma 
tion the Anabaptists held it back for a gen- 
eration and, by their excesses commicted 
in the name of religious liberty, almost 
wrecked it entirely. 


EFEDLESS WASTE. 

Late dispatches from the seat of peace 
intimate that the American commission has 
already receded from its first suggestion 
that the captured German and Austrian 
Ships be sunk. There is a growing con- 
viction that it would be a false economy to 
destroy vessels estimated to be worth 
$1.000,0°0.000 as fighting craft ahd at least 
$250,000.000 as junk. Knough wealth has 
been destroved during the last four years. 
If those vessels are not to be used as wart 
ships, why not auction them off to be dis- 
mantled and utilized for the arts of peace? 
The power plants in them alone are worth 
$100,000,000; and it has been declared feasi- 
ble to rémove the power apparatus and\re- 
install it in fndustrial establishments. The 
money received from the ship auction could 
be applied to paying Germany's war debts
